The shooting occurred after Fleckinger 
had accused Bruegger of following him 
last Saturday,

While Bruegger was changing his 
clothes in a shed fitted with lockers at 
the east side of the lumber yard, Fleck- 
inger approached the door and asked, 
‘“‘Why were you following me last Sat- 
urday?’’ 

“That's my business,”’ 
torted. 

‘Well, come out here and we'll see 
whether it’s your business,”’ said Flieck- 
inger. 

Bruegger made no motion to comply, 
and Fileckinger drew the revolver and 
fired without further parley, according 
to other employes at the yard. 

John Meyer of 2810 North Twelfth 
street and Joseph Bushey. of 2713 St. 
Louls avenue, who were not far away 
when the killing occurred, agree as to 
the conversation which took place be- 
fore the shooting, but they are unable 
to explain further what the trouble be- 
tween the men was. 


Fleckinger moved a year ago to 
1954A Sullivan avenue, and 
duced Mrs. Bruening there as his wife, 
according to Mrs. Johanna Meyer, 
who lives in the flat below, and who 
was their landlady. 

A month ago Fleckinger left the 
house, and Mrs. Bruening’s daughter, 
Mrs. Hattie Johnson, went to live 
with her there. Mrs. Bruening ana 
Mrs. Johnson disappeared Monday, 
but did not take their belongings 
with them. They were not seen 
again about the place until Tuesday, 
severa] hours after the shooting. 

Accused of Gossiping. 

Mrs. Bruening said Bruegger had 
“talked” about her, and that she 
made him leave the house, where he 
often was a visitor, on that account. 
She said this incident caused a quar- 
re] between him and Fleckinger. A 
policeman was stationed at the house, 
in the expectation that Fleckinger 
would return to search for Mrs. 
Bruening. He is 35 years old. 

Bruegger was 43 years old and lived 
with his wife and five children at 810 
Wright street. Mrs. Bruegger was over- 
come with grief when she heard of the 
killing. Her husband worked Saturday, 
so far as she knew, she said, but he 
was away from home during part of the 
evening. ’ 


The death of Bruegger leaves his wife 
dependent for support on Henry, her 19- 
year-old son. The youngest child is 
Clara, 6.

Piper and 
Bohn were taken before the grand jury 
and indicted for perjury after they had 
denied being downtown on the night of 
the tragedy, in contradiction of other 
persons who swore to having seen them, 
with Gardner, in the American Hotel a 
few minutes before Williams was 
struck. 

Gardner was out of town for a few 
Cays after the killing, but returned. 
William Schaeffer, another youth iden- 
tified as a member of the party at the 
American Hotel, went to Chicago and 
Was arrested and ordered to appear be- 
fore the grand jury when he returned 
to St. Louis a month ago.

Advocates Sensible Dress. 

“Tt amazes me that women will not 
dress sensibly. Could anything be 
sillier than the hobble skirt? The idea 
of cramping the legs so that one can’t 
take a full stride—no wonder women 
ame pale and weak and faint on no 
provocation at all. High collars and 
high heels, hobble skirts and tight cor- 
sets, these are the things that make 
women physically men’s inferiors. 

“They ought not to be so. They ought 
to be just as strong, and, being en- 
dowed with greater courage and en- 
durance, they ought properly to be 
capable of more remarkable feats of 
skill and daring and strength. 

“Women stfould give every muscle full 
play when they put their clothes on. 
They ought to let the blood circulate, 
and to be able to breathe freely acd 
deeply. 

“T swim at least two hours every 
morning. I got up at 6:30 a. m., and 
eat a breakfast of toast with half a cup 
of coffee. When you are about to swim 
you should never eat heartily—that is 
what causes cramps. 

“At 9:30 a. m. I go to a swimming 
place, and I stay in the pool until noon 
or later. I have remained in it as 
long as six hours without ill effect. 

“After 'I come out I eat whatever I 
please. When I want to I drink a bottle 
or two of. beer, but I do not take a 
stimulant just before or just after a 
swim. 

“Sunday I had a light luncneon at 
10 a. m., and ate nothing more before 
my swim, which began at 2:302 My hus- 
band and son and all the others who 
were present tried to dissuade me, but 
I knew if I dWn’t swim it would be 
said I was afraid, and I was determined 
not to let the storm interfere. Often 
waves washed over my head, and they 
caused me some inconvenience, but I 
was never in distress. 

Eager for Marathon. 

“Tl wanted to get into a swimming 
Marathon, but the Amateur Athletic 
Union wouldn’t let me because I am a 
woman and not a member. I don’t 
think, of course, ‘that I could outdis- 
tance the young athletes who compete 
in the marathon, but I know I could go 
the route.”’ 

Mrs. Brandenburger is teaching her 
$-year-old granddaughter, Lucile, to 
swim. Lucile is the daughter of Dr. L. 
A. Brandenburger of 2900 Eads avenue, 
the physician who advised Mrs. Brand- 
denburger to swim. 

“Watch Lucile,” says Mrs. Branden- 
burger. ‘‘Bee what a fine, strong, good- 
looking young woman she grows up to 
be.

Her footwear is 
made to-her order. 

“I. don’t believe in tying my body ‘up 
in any manner,” she says, regarding 
stays. 

“As for the hobble skirt,” she says, 
“that is beneath common sense.’’ Her 
Strong biceps are. apparent through the 
thin sleeves of her short waist. 

“I take no stimulant whatever,’’ she 
said. ‘“‘While I am swimming I carry a 
lump of chocolate in my mouth to pre- 
vent thirst. After I am out I take a 
cup of coffee. Cigarettes? It is bad 
enough for men to smoke them. For 
women it is disgraceful. 

“Swimming is the finest sport for 
women. If it were followed more there 
would be fewer sick headaches. I have 
persuaded several women to take it up 
and all are greatly pleased. 

“In walking or riding, one gets dust 
in the lungs. In swimming, you breathe 
pure air, and with a little practice, 
one can learn to keep sr water out 
of the mouth. 

“I use the side stroke i the breast 
stroke, alternately. In this way I ex- 
ercise all parts of the body. I find 
that as regular exercise, swimming 
clears the complexion, bleaches the 
skin, strengthens the lungs, rids one 
frem perspiration and builds up the 
muscles.’’ 

Miss Toeppen is fond of all outdoor 
sports. She plays “catch’ with her 
brothers, wearing a baseball glove, 
and is an expert at tennis. She plan- 
ned to becomé superintendent of a mod- 
el farm for women, designed by Immi- 
gration Commissioner Curran, but me 
plan did not materialize.

Site Selected for Harmon Ex- 
hibition Can Accommodate 
Vast Throngs. 


Plans for the accommodation of the 
public at the North St. Louis Aviation 
field for the siarmon-Baldwin aero- 
plane flights arranged by the Post-Dis- 
patch and scheduled to begin Saturday, 
will be made Tuesday afternoon during 
an inspection of the field by Chief of 
Police Young, Maj. Julius W. Gerhard 
of the First Regiment and members 
of the Citizens’ Committee. 

The public will be admitted free to all 
flights, but a space will be wired in 
for the use of the aviators, and this 
space will be guarded by policemen, 
‘militiamen or both. 

The starting point for the machines 
will be in the wide space between two 
nearly parallel railroad tracks, near the 
intersection of Bulwer and Campbell 
avenues. 

‘The field, which is east of Bellefon- 
taine Cemetery, was selected last week 
by Capt. Thomas 8S. Baldwin as the 
scene for flights by Clifford B. Har- 
mon and himsolf, and as the starting 
point for Harmon's flight over the St. 
Louis river front, to extend a distance 
of 100 blocks southward and return. 
Repair Work on Aeroplane Rushed. 

Baldwin leaves New York Tuesday for 
st. Louis, 'to arrive here Wednesday. 
Harmon, whose "Farman biplane was 
damaged in an accident at Boston Sat- 
urday, has 20 men working on it and 
has wired to the Post-Dispatch that he 
hopes to arrive here with it in time to 
fulfill his original engagement for a 
flight Saturday. 

Capt. Baldwin has repeated by wire 
his declaration, made here last week, 
that he would undertake a river front 
. flight if desired, in case anything pre- 
vented Harmon from — the at- 
tempt. 

Harmon’s accident caused him to wire 
the Post-Dispatch Saturday night can- 
celling tis engagement, but the engage- 
ment was tentatively renewed Monday, 
when Harmon wired that he would 
make every effort to reach St. Louis 
Saturday, and that if this was impos- 
sible he would come later and fly for 
no cup or consideration whatever. “I 
do not want to disappoint the people of 
St. Louis,” he added. 

The Post-Dispatch has offered Har- 
mon a gold cup for the river front flight 
and the Citizens’ Committee, co-operat- 
ing with the Fost-Dispatch in the ar- 
rangements, has offered him a costly 
cup for field flights. Cash prizes have 
been offered to Baldwin for successful 
\ flights by both the Post-Dispatch and 
the Citizens’ Committee. The Post-Dis- 
patch will pay the railroad, hotel and 
incidental expenses of the aviators and 
the Citizens’ Committee has provided 
for the ground expenses.

‘After poverty had tightened upon 
young love’s headlong romance, Mrs. 
Bessie Ploudre, 18 years old and a bride 
of four months, was so grieved by the 
sordid awakening that she attempted 
to kill herself with carbolic acid. Her 
husband, Eugene Ploudre, who is of her 
own age and was her schoolmate, had 


told her that he found it impossible to 
make enough money to support her.

Last March the girl left Centralia to 
work in East St. Louis and renewed 
her acquaintance with Ploudre, with 
whom she had attended the Webster 
School {in East St. Louis. On April 30 
they were married, giving no thought 
to the fact that the bridegroom was 
making but $2 a day as a workman in 
an iron foundry, and that his position 
was not permanent. Mrs. Price attend- 
ed the wedding, to which she gave her 
consent, although at first advising de- 
lay until Ploudre had saved some 
money. 

In the first weeks of the honeymoon 
Ploudre lost his job. He obtained an- 
other at less pay in an aluminum ‘fac- 
tory, but in a few Weeks more again 
was out of work. Finally he became a 
plano player in an airdome at $6 a 
week. 

Three weeks ago he was forced to tell 
his bride that he could not buy food 
and clothes for her and they must’ sepa- 
rate. 

Weeping, but encouraging him to work 
with her for better times, she took a 
room alone at 22 South Main street and 
attempted to learn typesetting in a 
printing shop.

Philanthropist Places Fund 
for This Purpose at Dis- 
posal of Superintendent. 








A fund to provide free clothing to 
poor school childrén has been placed 
at the disposal of Supt. Blewett of the 
Board of Education. This announce- 
ment was made Tuesday by the superin- 
tendent, together with that of an in- 
creased enrollment on this, the first 





day of school. The estimated attend- 
ance for the day is 69,000.

in cases which are certified by school 


principals as needy, and he will accept, 
in connection with the principals’ state- 
ments, the reports of recognized chari- 
table societies. . 

Free Doctors and Dentisis. 

Free medical and dental clinics are 
soon to be established in the City Hos- 
pital for school children, according to 
an announcement of the superintendent. 

Children who are in poor health will 
be referred: to the clinic for treatment, 
and those who need dental work for 
which their parents cannot pay also will 
be sent there. 

Five nurses, working under Dr. James 
Stewart, hygienic director of the 
schools, will serve the families of th2 
poorer districts, ‘and will visit homes 
in which children are kept away from 
school by illness, It is expected that 
this number later will have to be in- 
créased. 

‘By these means, it is hoped to pre- 
vent any contagious matady from ob- 
taining a foothold in any school. At 





the same time, measures will be taken 
to keep children from being kept out 
of school by the mere presence of dis- 
ease in the school neighborhood or in 
the tenement where they may live. 

The attendance the first day of school 
last year was only 66,781, but the weath- 
er was disagreeable, nearly an inch of 
rain falling during the day. The year 
before, the attendanée was 68,373. With 
pleasant weather after the opening day 
last year, the attendance grew rapidly, 
until by the end of the first week the 
registration was 71,53. 

Ben Biewett, Superintendent of 
Schools, met all the teachers at Soldan 
High School Monday afternoon and 
advised them regarding the work. He 
urged that. children be encouraged to 
use their full recess time at play, and 
that they be made acquainted in con- 
nection with their lessons with the in- 
dustrial conditions of St. Louis.

Doctor Had His Own Ideas 
About the Bible and 
Religion. 


E. G. Winter, Postmaster at Jeffer- 
gon Barracks, will deliver the funeral 
eulogy, Wednesday afternoon, at the 
exercises ever the body of his lifelor.z 
friend, Dr. John E. Faber, who died at 
the age of 80. This is in accordance 
with an agreement they made severe! 
years ago, that the survivor shou:i 
preach the funeral sermon for the other. 

The services will take place at the 
home of Dr. Faber’s son, Dr. Newman 
W. Faber, 2133-South Jefferson avenu:. 
The body will be cremated. 

Dr. Faber was a believer in cre- 
mation and criticised burials. He did 
not favor funeral sermons preached at 
the home or grave by ministers. He 
Was one of the organizers of the St. 
Louis Crematory, and held the second 
certificate issued when the stock was 
issued. 

Dr. Faber was an atheist and believed 
that the Bible was based on a wrong 
philosophy. He was a close student of 
science, which, he said, taught a man 
that he either knew a certain thing or 
he did not know it. 

He refused to accept the teachings of 
religion or the Bible because in his own 
mind the theories concerning the im- 
mortality of the soul had not been sub- 
stantiated by scientific facts. 

Dr. Faber died suddenly Monday aft- 
ternoon following a stroke of apoplexy 
while at work in the laboratory of his 
son, Dr. Herman Ws Faber. He is sur- 
vived by three sons; Ir. H. W. Faber, 
Frederick F. Faber and Edmund J. Fa- 
ber. His wife died four years ago. 

He was an honorary member of the 
St. Louis Medical Society. He had al- 
most retired from active practice, al- 
though he attended to a few patients. 
He prescribed for a sick friend Wednes- 
day morning, only a few hours before 
his death. He had practiced medicine in 
St. Louis 52 years. 

He was forced to flee from Germany 
after his property had been confiscated, 
because he participated in the revolu- 
tion in that country in 1848. He came 
almost directly to St. Louis.

Protected.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6—The senior 
Senator of the State of Colorado is Si- 
mon Guggenheim. He is now well 
through the terms for which he was 
elected. During this period he has not 
particularly distinguished himself, 
from the liens of national or interna- 
tional affairs. Senator Guggenheim is a 
practical business man, anti 
During the Senate debate on the sched- 
ules of the Payne-Aldrich tariff bill, 
Senator Guggenheim took part in the 
debates on these seven subjects: 

Zine ore. 

White lead. 

Petroleum. 

Thorium and Monazite sand. 

Antimony ore. 

Fuller® earth. 
Zinc is used exclustvely in plumbing 
and electricity. Wherever metal ig ex- 
posed to water or air a coating of zinc 
is frequently used to prevent rust from 
exposure. All iron pipes laid under-. 
ground have ‘to be zinc-coated or they 
willarust away. Kitchen utensils, metal 
buckets, metal washtubs and the like 
are also zinc-coated, for the same rea- 
son. To increase the cost of sinc in- 
creases the cost of living in every 
American household.’ 
Colorado is not a primary zine-pro- 
ducing state. The zinc is more of a 
by-product from tne smelting of lead 
and silver ores than a direct product 
from ginc mines. 

Accused by Miners. 

One of the charges which the Western 
miners make against the Smelters’ Trust 
is that the trust does not give them 
credit for the by-products of thefr ore, 
but only for the silver contained, taking 
lead, zinc and other metals contained 
in the same ore as part of their great 
profits.

The United States, in fact, exports 
white lead. It can be manpfactured 
more ch@dply in the United States than 
abroad. The total revenue from it the 
last year of the Dingley Qjll was only 
$17,758. The object of the high duty 
is not to build up an infant industry, 
but to add to the profits of the Lead 
Trust. This was unconsciously admit- 
ted by Senator Simon Guggenheim when 
he said, on May 6, 1909: 

“If it were not for the duty ths 
foreign lead which would compete with 
us in this country would come from the 
mines in Spain, where it is mined ona 
a very.cheap basis. It is, therefore, 
important to see that a duty is imposed 
upon white lead to keep out the cheap 
Spanish lead and also the Australian 
lead which would come into competl- 
tion with our lead produced by this very 
important industry.” 

According to some Western miners, 
the lead which the Smelter Trust gets 
from silver ore does not cost it any- 
thing in many cases, as the ore is paid 
for on the basis of the silver contents 
and the lead is a by-product. However, 
every little helps in the net earnings 
of the National Lead Co., which were 
last year $2,993,420, besides an accumu- 
lated surplus of $4,713,373. 


Controls Castor Oil. 

This trust also controls castor oi] and 
linseed oil. The duty on Iinseed oil 
is 37.25 per cent and on castor oi] 35.48. 
The total imports of linseed oil and 
castor oil in the last year-as given by 
Senate document No. 156, first session 
Sixty-first Congress, were less than $10,- 
006. 

Thus everybody who uses oil paint, 
every family which uses castor oil, ev- 
ery can or pot which is soldered, every 


machine witch has babbitt metal in its 
bearings, pays toll to the Guggenhein 
family. 

It does not appear in the corpora- 
tion manuals how the Guggenheim fam- 
ily {s interested financially in petrole- 
um, so it may be that it was only in 
return for reciprocal favors that Sena- 
tor Guggenheim stated that he was in 
favor of putting a tariff duty on crude 
petroleum. The Standard Oil Co. now 
furnishes most of the petroleum and pe- 
troleum products wsed throughout the 
country. It is a large exporter. 

To put a tariff on. crude petroleum, of 
which none is imported, might, however, 
have had the effect similar to-the tar- 
iff on castor oil, Hnseed oil and white 
lead, and enable the trusts to charge a 
higher price at home than abroad. 

This proposition to transfer petroleum 
from the free to the ditiable list was 
beaten by vigorous opposition in the 
House of Representatives. 

Thorium and manazite sand, antimony 
ore and Fuller’s earth are three minor 
products in which the Guggenheims 
have an interest. The  Payne-Aldrich 
tariff for which Senator Guggenheim 
voted, took antimonywore from the free 
list and put on it a duty of 18.41 per 
cent. It puts thorium on at 4 per cent 
and -Fuller’s earth at 18.94 for unmanu- 
factured and 35.81 for manufactured. 

Thorium is a metal used in gas man- 

tles and lights. It was 25 per cent under 
the Dingley tariff. It is now 4 per 
cent. 
Ferro tungsten is now 20 per cent. 
Tungsten is used in making the fila- 
ments for incandescent electric lNghts. 
Petroleum is the basis of kerosene. To 
escape the Guggenheim duties the Amer- 
ican public would have to return to tal- 
low dips for artificial Hght.

All the newspapers of the United 
States pay toll to the Guggenheims in 
the 21.86 tariff.on the lead contents of 
type metal, one of the products of the 
National Lead Co. 

Everybody in the United States who 
use canned goods contributes to the in- 
creasing wealth of the Guggenheim fam- 
ily in the tariff on solder. 

Bvery family which has a _ silver- 
plated fork or spdon or even a bit of 
manufactured solid silver adds its share 
to the Guggenheim prosperity, for these 
erticles have a 49 per cent tariff on 
them. 

Throughout the tariff debate and on 
the many votes where Senator Aldrich 
fought it out with the insurgents, Sen- 
ator Guggenheim voted with the Rhode 
Island mills for dearer cotton cloth, 
with the Pennsylvania mills for costlier 
stockings, with Littauer and Sherman 
for costlier gloves, with the woolen 
trust for costlier underclothes and over- 
coats and received in return the priv- 
ilege of taxing the paints, the plumb- 
ing, the artificial light and the kitchen 
utensils of the United States.

anybody could import low grade zinc 
ore, extract the zinc and use the zinc 
in manufacture. Low grade zinc ore 
is plentiful in Mexico in connection with 
silver mines. 
Senator Guggenheim made a success- 
ful fight to’ put a duty on low grade 
zinc ore. On June 16, 1908, when the 
proposition to put low grade zinc ore 
on the dutiable list came before the 
Senate, Senator Guggenheim urged the 
necessity of duty on zinc ore. Senator 
Burton of Ohio oppesed the duty. He 
argued that the use of zinc was neces- 
sary in so many manufactures that to 
increase its cost would hamper Amer- 
ican manufactures in foreign. compet!i- 
tion. 
Notwithstanding Senator Burton's op- 
position, low grade zino ore was trans- 
ferred from the free list _and put on the 
dutiable list at 81.62. High grade zinc 
ore, which under the Dingley high tar 
iff paid 20 per cent, was increased to 
45.81. Calamine, which is one kind of 
zinc ore that had been on the free list 
before, went through in the Payne- 
Aldrich tariff bill at a rate of 80.92. 
Looked Adter Trust’s Interests, 
That means that the Colorado zinc ore 
which the Guggenhelms’ Smelter Trust 
controls is now under a high tariff in- 
stead of free. 
Another article of general use, to tax 
which Senator Guggenheim urged in a 
speech. is white lead. 
White lead is the main ingredient of 
paint. Mixed with linseed oil it forms 
the body of most paints, various colors 
being caused by mixing in pigments. 


Senator Burkett of Nebraska had pro- 
posed to reduce the duty on white lead 
so that it might cost less for the Ne- 
braska farmers to paint their houses. 
Senator Guggenheim opposed this, on 
May 5, 1909. He said that there was a 
white lead plant in Omaha which need- 
ed protection and if the Senator from 
Nebraska did not favor protecting the 
manufacturing industries of his own 
State, that he, Simon Guggenheim, 
would do. it. 
Senator Guggenheim did not say that 
almost al) the white lead plants of the 
country are controlled by the National 
Lead Co., commonly known as the Lead 
Trust, in which Daniel Guggenheim and 
M. Guggenheim are directors. The Lead 
Trust controls not only the smelting of 
lead, but the manufacture of lead pipe, 
solder, babbitt metal, block tin pipe, and 
the production of linseed oil, which is 
used in connection with white lead ' to 
make paint. Some twenty works are 
controlled by the National Lead Co, 
Tariff on White Lead. 
Through Senator Guggenheim’s ef- 
forts the tariff qn white lead is now 
40 per cent,'this section of the Payne- 
Aldrich tariff bill reading: .

“HAPPY ENDING” ROT 





Author Sacrifices Story to 
Make Comedy of What Is 
Inevitable Tragedy. 


“The Spendthrift,” which opened the 
new season at the Olympic Theater yes- 
terday afternoon and last night, is an 
especially disheartening example of the 


cowardice of American playwrights in 
dealing with the facts of life. 

For the sake of the ‘“‘thappy ending,’ 
upon which American play-goers 
supposed to ;insist, {t destroys 
rather than teach the truth of the sure 
and inevitdble logic of its own basit 
situation, 

This is done, as I have just said, to 
compel a comedy finish for a story es- 
sentially tragic. Yet there is no great- 
er tragedy possible than a betrayal of 
truth in art. Porter Emerson Brown:;, 
guthor of “The Spendthrift,”” commits 
the poignant crime of child-murder. 
He does this’ by slaying his own dra- 
matic offspring to placate the unthink- 
ing. multitudes constituting the Amerl- 
can play-going public. 

It is a tremendous pity. 

For the first two acts of “The Spen1- 
thrift’’ are worthy to be classed wi-h 
the best work of Sir Arthur Wing Pi- 
nero and Henry Arthur Jones in En- 
giand and of Henri Bernstein and Alex- 
andre Bisson in France. They tell with 
inexorable fidelity the hopeless. story 
of the home-loving, child-loving, honor- 
loving man whom Fate has yoked to the 
sham-loving, home-hating, child-dodz- 
ing, vain and shallow-souled) woman 
As a human document of _ relentless 
realism, “‘The Spendthrift,’’ to the mo- 
ment of-.the fall of its second-act cur- 
tain, is without a flaw in conception 

and construction, 

And then Playwright Browne sells his 
artistic birthright for a mess of pot- 
tage. : 

There can be no shutting of the eyes 
to the truth that the third and fourth 
acts of ‘“‘The Spendthrift’’ were written 
in obedience to the sordid call of the 
box-office, the author refusing further 
to follow the light of a truth that would 
necessitate tragedy where comedy is 
thought to be more profitable in terms 
of dollars and cents. The evidence of 
betrayal is too convincing to be denied. 

It is found unanswerably in the power 
which Mr. Browne has drawn the char- 
_.@eter of Mrs. Richard Ward, the spend- 
. thrift, and marshaled for that char- 


4 acter’s consistent illumination the ruth- 


-» lessly natural events that constitute the 
_ action of his play until the rise of the 
- third-act curtain. 
, Surely, as Pinero, as Jones, as Bern- 
stein or Bisson would have known, he

NEW YORK, Sept. 6.—Following a 
two-day conference with Swami! 
Abhedananda, chief of the Vedanta 
Society in the United States, at its 
summer ‘peace retreat” in West 
Cornell, Conn., Mrs. Chistina G. Kel- 
ley, secretary of the organization re- 
turned to her city home at No. 20 
West Eighty-eighth street last even- 
ing. She said that after further con- 
sultation with the Swami’s followers 
here she would make an official 
statement regarding the charges 
against him. , 

“Our course of action is mapped 
out roughly,’ said Mrs. Kelley to a 
reporter of the Post-Dispatch, “but it 
is not perfected. No attack has been 
made on the Vedanta Society.” 

Mrs. Kelley is the wife of Augustus 
W. Kelley, vice-president of the 
Union Trust Co., at No. 80 Broadway. 
Friends of Mrs. Wm. J, Beauley.- of 
No. 369 West End avenue continue 
to assure her that she did right in re- 
vealing the facts she knew about the 
Swami. Mrs. Beauley tearfully said 
she had been undecided for weeks as 
to the advisability of telling her 
story, fearing it might hurt the 
growth of the Vedanta Society, but 
also fearing that if she did not there 
might be an equal loss. She was 
deeply grieved that the Swami had 
denied that her many statements were 
true. 

‘T never wanted to denounce him 
and be his ‘Judas’,” she said.- ‘But I 
felt that I musti protect myself, as 
scandalous stories were beginning to 
circulate about me. I say again that 
all I have repeated about the Swami 
is true. But I fear that many will 
not understand what I try to tell. 

“IT try to explain in words what I 
felt in my heart, not to lay bare any 
merely sordid faults such as the Swami 
may have committed in the eyes of 
the world. It was a chance he might 
have taken for regeneration. But the 
baneful influence is: still over him, and 
I fear that the Swami will never be 
able to cast it off. 

“Even as Adam said, ‘It fs the fault 
of the woman,’’ so can the Swami sav 
the same. By her strange hold on his 
personal and mental ego she dominates 
completely the man who is enabled to 
cast a wondrous spell of hypnosis over 
his fetiowers and do with them asi he 
wills.’’ 

Dr. Anna de la Motte of 70 South 
Tenth street, Williamsburg, went to the 
Vedanta Society last July when she 
needed a complete rest. ‘‘But I got no 
rest,”’ said Dr. de la Motte yesterday, 
‘nor did I find it a ‘peace retreat.’ 
After a stay of a few days at the West 
Cornwall colony I was forced to g to 
a farmhouse. The quarrels between the 
woman who was apparently the Swa- 
mi’s closest assistant and the poor wom- 
en of the cult who had to do all the 
work were too much for my nerves. 
The Swami ‘stood up for’ the one wom- 
an against the protests of others, and 
there was a great deal of dissension at 
times.”’

THE NEW NATIONALISM. 

What President Taft thinks of the Osawato- 
mie speech may be inferred from two sentences 
in his address at St. Paul yesterday: 

“In these days there is a disposition to look 
too much to the Federal Government for every- 
thing. I am liberal in the construction of the 


Constitution with reference to Federal power; | 


but I am firmly convinced that the only safe 
course for us to pursue is to hold fast to the 
limitations of the Constitution, and to regard as 
sacred the powers of the states.” 

It is easy to guess what Mr. Taft thinks of 
the “New Nationalism” which purposes to coerce 
the Supreme Court into obliterating the states. 

It is easy to guess what Mr. Taft thinks of 
the assertion that “to go back to the govern- 
mental theories of a hundred years ago would 
accomplish nothing,” those theories being the 
theories upon which the Government of the 
United States was ordained and established. 

It is easy to guess what Mr. Taft thinks of 
the notion that ‘“‘we ought to use the National 
Government as an agency, a tool, whenever it 
is necessary” which means whenever a group 
of self-seeking politiclans thinks it is neces- 
sary. 

It is easy to guess what Mr. Taft thinks of 
the proposition to centralize the National Gov- 
ernment control over practically all the com- 
merce and industry of the country—which means 
to place all commerce and industry at the mercy 
of the two most corrupt corporations in America 
—the Republican and Democratic parties. 

In short it is easy to guess what Mr. Taft 
thinks about all socialistic and populistic pol- 
icies promulgated by Mr. Roosevelt in his 
Western campaign for the presidency. 
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Taft, hesaerale Pinchot and Garfield will make 
addresses at the Conservation Congress and then 
James J. Hill will make a straight talk that 
means business. 
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THE DEAD AND THE LIVING. 

A monument to Thomas B. Reed has just been 
unveiled at Portland. The eulogist exalted the 
greatness of Mr. Reed as Speaker of the House. 
It was said that he found parliamentary pro- 
cedure a chaos, and established order; that he 
took the chair of a disorderly body, and left it 
organized for business. 

' Such an eulogium was natural enough, but it 
sounds oddly at this juncture. Nearly the whole 
country is now in revolt against the very pro- 
cesses that Reed originated and forced upon 





Congress. There is something of the irony of fate’ 


in the coincidence that a monument should at this 
time be dedicated to Reed for beginning a course 
that Speaker Cannon is being denounced for fol- 
lowing. 

In, the day of his power, Mr. Reed said: “A 
statesman is a successful politician who is dead.” 
His monument bears witness to the truth of his 
epigram. By and by Speaker Cannon will have a 
monument, but the whole country hopes that’ will 
not be for a long time to come. 
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The report that the Fifteenth Cavalry, sta- 
tioned at Washington, has been ordered to play 
golf and tennis to “work off fat” is amusing. Why 
not send them to Kansas to bale ae! 
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LUCKY MR. BAER. 

It is given to few men to retire from the activi- 
ties of a long and devoted career under auspices 
gs favorable as those which confront George F. 
Baer, president of the Central Railroad of New 
Jersey. Not only is Mr. Baer abundantly sup- 
plied with that which produces material com- 
fort but he has unprecedented spiritual accesso- 
ries, He himself has said that the riches of earth 
are bestowed by Providence on the few that there 
may be proper admistration of them fer the 
benefit of the many. Mr. Baer’s intimate rela- 
tions with Providence forbid argument as to 
what makes for the benefit of the many. What- 
ever he has done is necessarily it. So unlike the 
multitude of business men who have retired he 
is not obliged to make an accounting of his 
stewardship except to Providence. This should 
fpsure him a future of well-earned content. 

Another unusual element is the absence of 
worry over his successor. Too often-the period of 
retirement of the truly great is made grievous 
by fret that things are not running as when thé 
master hand was at the helm. The‘ younger 
generation, ambitious but inexperienced, is a)l- 
ways the subject of patriarchial solicitude. This 
is what keeps Mr. Rockefeller on edge. It draws 
Pierpont Morgan back from the agreeable task 
of cornering the art treasures of earth; it brings 
Tom Ryan down from the Virginia hills to super- 
vise the conduct of the kids. 

But Mr. Baer, happy man, has no such fears or 
troubles. He will simply turn things back to 
Providence. Providence will take the Coal Trust 
from the vicar’s hand. Providence will keep the 
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PUBLICITY AT WORK. 

Ultimately publicity will do its work. No one 
could read the statistically accurate account of 
the varied and highly trustified interests of the 
Guggenheim family and the historically accurate 
account of the political activities of Senator Si- 
mon Guggenheim of Colorado, published in the 
Post-Dispatch, without being convinced of the 
mutually corrupting influences of business and 
polities. They act and react on one another to 
the damnation of both. 

Simon Guggenheim, one of a family dominating 
trusts capitalized at $289,000,000, bought at auc- 
tion in Colorado a seat in the United States Sen- 
ate. He was then interested, and through his 
numerically imposing family is still interested, 
in the Lead Trust, the Smeiter strust, the Mining 
Trust, The Land-Grabbing Trust and the Rubber 
Trust. He voted and worked with Aldrich—a fel- 
low owner of the Rubber Trust—and Penrose—a 
fellow owner of the Mining Trust—to get higher 
duties on the products these trusts control. 

The mockery of pretection is made clear in the 
revelation. Zine ore, the subject of hypocritical 
solicitude that the indigent miners of Joplin 
might be saved from starvation, was protected 
that the Guggenheims’ pockets might sag with 
pelf. Red lead, white lead, lead ore, lead pipe, 
lead pigs, antimony ore, tungsten, copper plates 
and other metal products were made dutiable at 
higher rates or shifted from free to dutiable list 
that the Guggenheims might fatten. 

The revealments establish the relationship be- 
tween a purchased senatorship and the use made 
of it by a representative of the interests. Need 
We seek a finer illustration of perfidious political 
operations? Is there anything of record which 
shows more glaringly the prostitution of an 
honorable office for selfish gain? In the face of 
the tale told by the eloquent facts can the people 
of any state afford to elect to either House of 
Congress any candidate of any party who is al- 
lied with the!interests? In these days when the 
people send the representatives of the interests 
to Congress they do it with open eyes and with 
full knowledge of what to expect. 
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American tourists have spent $250,000,000 in 
Europe this season. Perhaps this is the reason 
for something overlooked in the campaign text 
books. 
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THE USURY LAW. 

A law that can be easily evaded needs amend- 
ment and improvement. Assistant Circuit At- 
torney Falkenhainer has shown that the law 
prohibiting usury is such a law. The loan sharks 
have driven a coach and horses through it. 

While it is the duty of the courts to interpret 
a law in the spirit in which its makers evidently 
intended it, all courts do not do so, and the usury 
law should be made so comprehensive and specific 
that it will be practically impossible to evade it. 

This can be done by making its wording an- 
ticipate and comprehend the tricks and schemes 
which the loan sharks have invented to evade the 
present law. The object of the loan shark be- 
ing to take advantage of the needs of poor per- 
sons who are in financial distress; the object of 
thedawmakers in framing a new usury law should 
be to protect in every possible way the poor bor- 
rower from both the loan shark and from the 
consequences of his own distress which might 
lead him into the net of the robber money 
lenders. 
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After reading all the expert descriptions of how 
it feels to fall six or seven thousand feet we 
have concluded it feels just the same as falling 
8962. 
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A FOOL AND HIS DOG. 

A report from London announces the death of 
a dog valued at $60,000. It appears he was not 
a self-made dog, but the offspring of an illus- 
trious line with an extraordinary kindred. One 
of his grandsires was valued at $50,000. And 
there are others in the kennel. 

Prices of this kind paid for animals of -no 
utility whatever are evidences of the insanities 
that are begotten in the minds of people who 
have more wealth than they know how to make 
profitable use of. When $50,000 passes from the 
hands of a millionaire to those of a dog breeder, 
for a single pup, it passes from possible employ- 
ment in a useful industry to that of raising dogs. 
A certain excessive amount of human energy, in- 
dustry and skill are applied to the service of pup- 
pies that might be better applied to swatting 
mosquitoes or cleaning bakeshop kitchens. 

It is gratifying to know that these high-priced 
dogs are in London and not in our country. Oth- 
erwise it might be necessary to call the atten- 
tion of Col. Roosevelt to the matter. He has 
already given intimations of how he would deal 
with the problem. A stiff inheritance tax, as was 
proclaimed at Osawatomie, would save many an 
heir from the folly of paying a fortune for a pup. 
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If the public schoo] children of St. Louis are 
to have “appropriate studies and exercises on 
Sept. 16, to remind them of Mexico’s in- 
dependence, history and close relations with the 
United States,” an effort should be made to 
include precise information in regard to the con- 
dition of thousands of the peons and subjugated 
Indian natives. The children should learn that 
Mexican independence is of quite a different 
brand from American independence, and that it 
is extremely un-American for a President in 
office to coerce the electors and imprison rival 
candidates on the eve of a general election.

The bears had a big inning in the 
grain pits today, wheat losing over @ 
cent and corn nearly 2. cents on a deluge 
of selling orders that flooded the mar- 
ket from the tap of the bell. The close 
was weak and excited around the 
low point of the day. 

News from all directions was bear- 
ish, with foreign markets weak, weath- 
er in the domestic corn belt ideal, 
statistical news depressing, outside:casn 
markets lower, no export demands and 
increasing stocks evérywherée. A large 
overextended long interest also alded 
the raiding tactics of the bear forces. 

The range of the Liverpool market 
was uncertain, prices being %d lower 
early on American advices. Short cov- 
ering on a further demand for cangoes 
of white wheat by the Continent and 
stormy weather in Russia having 4 
tendency to restrict the movement, were 
late rallying influences. 

The world’s shipments of wheat were 
again heavy, totaling 13,376,000 bu, 
against 14,032,000 bu last week and 1l,- 
344,000 , bu last year.

“Wheat on passage for the week 

increased 1,392,000 bu, corn decreased 
805,000 bu. Wheat is now 38,704,000 
bu, against 37,312,000 bu last week 
and 29,104,000 bu last year. 
The movement to market continues 
liberal, although rainy weather in the 
northwest caused talk of shipments 
being delayed. 

The August wheat receipts in Kan- 
sos City this year have been the heav- 
ies this market has ever had in one 
month, 8,728,800 bu having been re- 
ceived.

and 222,000 at Detroit. Their stocks, in- 
cluding private stocks in Chicago and 
St. Louis, increased for the month 13,- 
724,000 bushels. 

At Minneapolis 8,650,000 bushels and at 
Duluth 2,885,000 bushels were received 
last month, totaling 11,535,000° bushels. 
During August, 1909, these markets re- 
ceived 3,695,000 bushels, 
month in 1908 their receipts were 4,995,000 
bushels.
